McGill Faculty Union 

The McGill Faculty Union at its General meeting on November 
25th passed the following resolution on the salary demands of the 
teaching assistants: 
Whereas 

1. Teaching assistants are an integral part of the education 
program at McGill; and 
. 2. Teaching assistants have not received the same salary 
increases as other members of the teaching staff and other non- 
unionized employees at McGill; and 

3. Teaching assistants' salaries are unreasonably low and vary 
among departments without justification. 
The MFU therefore 

1. Supports the TAs' demands for a catch-up salary Increase, a 
university-wide policy of paying equal salaries to all TAs doing 
comparable work, and a university policy of increasing TA 
salaries in the future at the same rate as the salaries of other 
members of the teaching staff. These increases to be granted 
without reducing the nember of TAs or increasing the teaching 
load of the staff. 

2. Urges other members of the teaching staff, particularly staff 
members working with TAs, to support the efforts of the TAs to 
increase their present and future salaries.

Faculty not able to give 
TAs unqualified support

A "vacuum" in Administration 
policy over the last three or four 
years has resulted in the present 
confrontation between the Univ- 
ersity and its teaching assist- 
ants, according to McGill 
Economics professor J. C. Wei- 
don. He is one of many Arts 
Faculty professors to give 
qualified support to the TAs' 
fight for equitable wage increas- 
es. 

"The University, at the official 
level, recognizes problems long 
after they have been evident 
to people involved in the daily 
routine," Weldon said in an 
interview yesterday. He feels 
the neglect of the TAs' problems 
in years past will prove "polnt- 
lessly damaging to all concern- 
ed". 

He . said that McGill has 
regarded TAs largely as cheap, 
part-time labour to relieve 
highly-paid professionals of 
their official responsibilities. 
He claimed that this "primitive 
Institution Is very much out of 
touch with the way other 
employers, such as corpora- 
tions, although perhaps less 
well-intentioned than McGill, 
are professional and informed." 

He added that the Admin- 
istration's "paternalism" does- 
n't' work in the twentieth 
century, as it results in 
exploitation of the more vulne- 
rable sections of the University, 
when financial pressure Is 
exerted on McGill. The Admin- 
istration must, he noted, yield 
to wishes of powerful groups, 
while ignoring the problems of 
weaker organizations such as 
that of the TAs. 

Weldon emphasized, how-

ever, that he could not give his 
unqualified support to the TAs' 
struggle because he did not 
fully agree with the demands as 
laid down in a newsletter 
circulated to professors yester- 
day. He was particularly con- 
cerned over implications of a 
preferred status for TAs vis-a- 
vis other graduate students. 

This attitude was echoed by 
several professors in the 
History department, including 
the chairman, Professor Steph- 
en Randall. Randall told the 
Daily that the TAs should be as 
free as any other employee 
organization to take whatever 
measures they think necessary, 
and that the Administration 
should be equally free to act as 
they see fit. 

He said that although the 
History department has no 
Intention of "doing anything 
about it", the faculty did vote at 
the last department meeting to 
support two of the TAs' 
demands: a standardization of 
wages and workloads, and a 
mechanism for determining 
cost of living increases. 

Professor A.R. Rlggs indic- 
ated that the workloads of 
History TAs tend to be 
inconsistent and generally less 
than that of other departments. 
He said that although he could 
not in any way condone the 
practices of departments who 
use low-paid TAs to teach 
classes, he said that the History 
TAs he knew were getting a 
reasonably good deal, consider- 
ing the experience they were 
gaining. 

Robert Vogel, Dean of Arts, 
was quick to point out that the 
TA conflict Is not as simple as It 



appears. He agrees that the 
financial demands of the MTAA 
were quite justified, but noted 
that short-term concerns have 
to be separated from long-term 
considerations. 

He said that It has been his 
policy to raise TAs' salaries 
"from the bottom", by Increas- 
ing minimum wages, rather 
than raising the higher salaries. 
He acknowledged that a dilem- 
ma exists in the fact that TAs 
who "have to eat fulltime can't 
workfulltime", because they are 
students as well. 

He added that it was "too 
bad" that TAs from the more 
highly-paying Economics and 
Political Science departments 
were more vocal than less-paid 
TAs. He finally said that it was 
difficult to find a solution to this 
problem on account of the 
different reactions of the 
different departments, confus- 
ion among the TAs themselves 
as to what they really wanted, 
and because of a need to define 
the function of the TA. 

Expressing similar senti- 
ments was the chairman of 
History's - Graduate Studies 
Committee, Professor M.J. 
Echenberg who said that 
TA-ship was essentially an 
"apprenticeship" and should 
not in the long run be seen as a 
way of financing graduate 
study, it should not, he said, be 
converted Into a "menial job" 
serving the financial function of 
scholarship and bursaries. 

He agreed with Vogef in 
indicating the deeper "philo- 
sophical" implications of the 
dispute, while also lending his 
qualified support of the de- 
mands for wage increases. 



Long jail terms confront 
transfer counterfeiters

At least two McGill students 
were arrested and imprisoned 
for trying to use altered Metro 
transfers this week. The two had 
punched out. the MUCTC time 
codes in an effort to beat the 
system of 50 cents. 

The blue Metro transfers are 
coded in such a way that they 
are unuseable after an hour. 

An article in The Plumber's 
Pot of two years ago circulating 
around .campus "explaining" 
the coding system, and telling 
how to hitch free rides with the 
Metro, was used by the two 
students as a guide for the 
transfer alterations. 



"The transfer was perfectly 
coded, and should have work- 
ed," the two reported to the 

Daily. They found out, however, 
that the MUCTC randomly alters 
the code from time to time. 

They told the Daily that 
"numbers" of McGill students 
had been arrested in similar 
circumstances. 

After being arrested at the 
McGill Metro stop, the two were 

taken first to a small cell at 
Berri-de-Montigny and then to a 

cell at MUCTC police headquar- 
ters. They were informed that 
they would be charged with 



"altering an official document" 
and with "being in possession 
of instruments to counterfeit". 
The charges could result in up 
to 14 years in prison. 

The two were also told that 
the charge was serious enough 
to force the MUCTC to keep 
them in jail overnight, before 
being brought before a judge 
the next morning for arraign- 
ment. 

"We'd really like to wain 
students here about this," one 
of the students said, "don't run 
the risk of 14 years in jail - it's 
not worth 50 cents."

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Administration floundering leavesTAs poor 



The decision of McGIII teaching 
assistants to Implement a work 
slow-down effective Monday comes 
after two years of feeble Administration 
response to the plight of the TAs. 

The Administration's unwillingness to 
confront the questions of equity raised 
by current TA demands convinced the 
McGill Teaching Assistants Association 
(MTAA) that dramatic action was 
necessary. When invitations to the 
Administration to meet with an MTAA 
negotiating committee were declined by 
Vice-Principal (Administration) Leo 
Yaffe, the TAs were left with little 
recourse but that of a work slow-down. 



While over a year and a half ago 
concern over the salary plight of TAs 
created the Senate Committee on the 
Employment of Graduate Students, 
nothing substantive has happened in the 
Interim' to alleviate the inequitable 
treatment suffered by teaching assist- 
ants. Inflation continues to erode their 



salaries in the absence of the cost of 
living adjustments that are applied to all 
other non-unionized University employ- 
ees. And the average teaching 
assistant's salary falls considerably 
below the government-established 
poverty line for the Montreal area. 

As TAs watched the Senate. Com- 
.mittee deliberations founder on proce- 
dural questions, the Administration 
remained mute about reform, only 
offering a general assurance this past 
fall that some amelioration retroactive to 
September 1975 would be forthcoming 
this year. While silent about specific 
minimum figures and other concrete 
proposals, Administration authorities 
have expressed consistent principles of 
reform such as TA inclusion under cost 
of living adjustment provisions. 

The Administration thinks to justify its 
reticence by citing the Senate Com- 
mittee's deliberations as an adequate 
response. But TA- sympathizers on the 
Committee have found its forum more 



receptive to general musings about a 
solution than to straghtforward discuss- 
ion of specific proposals. And the 
MTAA points out the Inherent limita- 
tions of a committee that has only the 
power of recommendation to Senate - a 
body with no constitutional prerogative 
to discuss amounts of money In the 
course of formulating a solution. 

While the. work of some committee 
members may eventually contribute to a 
just amelioration of the TAs' plight, the 
existence of the committee does not 
justify the Administration's refusal to 
treat MTAA proposals seriously. 

The many elements of the McGill 
community that have already declared 
their support of the TAs' action 
recognize the reasonableness and 
justice of MTAA demands. That the TAs 
involved In the work slow-down will 
maintain contact hours with students In 
need of consultation demonstrates the 
MTAA's determination that Individual 



students do not sufferfor the negligence 
of the University Administration. 

Such concern on the part of teaching 
assistants is further evidence of the 
responsibility and integrity of their 
chosen course of action. 

The MTAA has re-constltuted itself 
this semester by citing the real 
injustices visited upon McGill teaching 
assistants. TAs In the various depart- 
ments rally around reasonable demands 
about just compensation for essential 
services rendered. 

In seeking recognition by the 
Administration, the MTAA Coordinating 
Council has marshalled well-substanti- 
ated arguments and advocated specific 
reforms. That they have been denied the 
audience they sought, and that 
injustices have persisted so long, clearly 
justifies their enactment of a work slow- 
down.

a dialogue in the Middle East

As a political entity, the 
Jewish state ceased to exist 
with the fall of Jerusalem to 
Roman legions in 70 Common 
Era. The Roman conquerors 
carried the greater part of the 
Jewish people into exile and 
slavery, and with this series of 
events, many historians, in- 
cluding Arnold Toynbee (and 
many people who think they're 
historians, including Herman 
Rosenfeld, Daily, 26 Nov. 1975) 
saw this as an end of Jewish 
nationhood and the Jewish 
claim to Israel. The Jewish 
people don't agree and by their 
actions have disproved histori- 
cal theory. 

Three hundred and thirty 
years after the fall of the Jewish 
state to Rome, Jerome, the 
Christian translator of the Bible 
Into Latin, reported from Beth 
lehem that again the majority of 
people living in what was Israel 
were Jews. During the seventh 
century it was estimated that 
the Jewish popu$tjpri.' was 
approximately a qua^' f 'of a 
million. 
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The Jewish population in the 
area varied according to the 
reaction of other countries to 
the foreign Jewish exiles In 
their midst. As persecution 
rose in these other countries, 
so did the size of the Jewish 
population of Israel.' 

In the twelfth century, in one 
of the better-documented of the 
medieval Zionist aliyot (re- 
turns), three hundred national 
leaders returned to Israel, in- 
cluding such outstanding scho- 
lars as Nachmanides (1 250) and 
Yehuda Halevy. The Jewish city 
of Safed was, in the fifteenth 
century, of such size and 
importance that it could boast 
of having three thousand looms 
for weaving wool, as well as a 
printing press. 

In the nineteenth century, the 
Jewish population of twenty 
thousand was bolstered by the 
aves of Jews returning to 
Israel within the framework of 
the aliyot. Herman Rosenfeld 
probably won't allow himself to 
believe it, but the first waves of 
the return occurred before Herzl 
and the organization of the 
political Zionist movement 
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(1897). Jerusalem has had a 
Jewish majority since 1850, 
and Safed has always had a 
majority Jewish population. 

At no time since Moses 
brought the Jewish people from 
Egyptian bondage to the door- 
step of Canaan has the Land 
been without a significant num- 
ber of Jews. 

The political history of the 
region reads like the history of 
a chess game... The British 
inherited the region from the 
Turks, who obtained it from the 
Mameluk rulers of Egypt. 
Christian Crusaders ruled the 
land before the Mamelukes. 
The Crusaders conquered it 
from the Abbasslde Caliphate 
of Baghdad, who in turn had 
conquered it from the Umayad 
Caliphate of Egypt. Umayad 



the Jewish state. From 70 CE. 
until 1948, the land of Israel/ 
Palestine was not more than a 
province of one or another 
foreign power. As a separate, 
distinct political entity it has 
existed only as a Jewish state. 

Those critics of Israel who 
base their arguments on the 
quicksand of propaganda and 
a re-writing of history (as does 
Herman Rosenfeld) should find 
sounder grounds for denying a 
state, a nation and a people's 
right to exist in its ancestral 
homeland. . 
Symmetry and Assymmetry 
of the Arab-I sraeli Conflict 
But it is so absurd to argue 
history in this way, and so 
irrelevant to trade population 
statistics. The modern state of 
Israel will not be denied her 



control over the land was right to self-determination, and 
preceded by the Mohammedan similarly the Palestine Arab 
dynasty ruling from Mecca. 
Mohammed's armies conquer- 
ed the land from the Persian 
rulers before them who had 
seized it from the Byzantine 
Empire, which stole it from the 
collapsed Roman Empire, and 
that gets us back to the year 70 



people must not be denied their 
right to a real national auton- 
omy. In an era of nationalisms, 
it is simply absurd for Herman 
Rosenfeld to argue, in these 
pages, for the destruction of 
the state of Israel. Nationalism 
is a priori a naughty thing and 



cadre to understand that. How- 
ever, your blindness Is selec- 
tive. Why is Palestinian Arab 
nationalism kosher and Jewish 
nationalism not? Your Jewish 
self-hate just doesn't cut it, 
Herman. 

It does not matter that Pales- 
tinian national consciousness 
is only now emerging, nor does 
it matter from what corner of 
the Arab world these people 
came to this area, just as it 
doesn't matter from what corn- 
er of the world at large the Jews 
returned to their homeland. The 
fact is, they are both here now. 
The real question in the Middle 
East is, "On what will peace be 
based?" 

First and foremost, all 
peoples in the Middle East 
must accept the right to self- 
determination of their neigh- 
bours, Including Armenians, 
Kurds, Sudanese, Palestinians, 
and Israelis. To do this Implies 
the recognition by those invol- 
ved of each other's existence as 
separate, different, and sove- 
reign. Failure on this point, on 
the acceptance of existence, 
will only lead to the continua-

FBI releases Rosenberg 
files 25 years after trial

The Federal Bureau of Invest- 
igation in Washington has re- 
leased 29,000 pages- of docu- 
ments concerning the trial of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, 
executed as spies in 1953. The 
disclosure of the information is 
the result of legal pressure 
applied by the Rosenbergs' 
sons, Michael and Robert 
Meeropol. 

The Meeropol brothers have 
been waging a campaign for the 
last two years to clear their 
parents' names. The campaign 
began with a lawsuit against 
Louis Nizer, author of The 
Implosion Conspiracy, for 
breach of copyright. 

Nizer's book, which argues 
that the Rosenbergs were in 
fact guilty, contains letters 
written by them while they were 
in the Sing Sing Death House. 
The Meeropols claim the letters 
were their property and that 
Nizer printed them without 
authorization. 

Other efforts by the Meero- 
pols to vindicate their parents 
have involved petitioning the 
United States Government un- 
der the newly-passed Freedom 
of Information Act for all doc- 
uments relating to the trial. 
These efforts appear to have 
paid off. 



News reports of the informa- 
tion the files contain are still 
sketchy. One hitherto unknown 
fact contained in the FBI doc- 
uments Is that David Green- 
glass, Ethel Rosenberg's bro- 
ther and a star witness against 
her at the trial, wrote a moving 
appeal to President Dwlght 
Eisenhower asking him to com- 
mute the death sentences of 
the pair. 

"If these two die," Green- 
glass wrote, "I shall live the 
rest of my life with a very dark 
shadow on my conscience. ...I 
had to take the choice of 
hurting someone dear* to me, 
and I took it deliberately. I 
could not believe that this 
would be the outcome. May 
God in His mercy change that 
awful sentence." 

Miriam and Walter Schneir, 
co-authors of the book Invita- 
tion to an Inquest, believe that 
Greenglass co-operated with 
the FBI In an effort to gain 
immunity from prosecution for 
certain offenses he had com- 
mitted. Greenglass helped 
frame Julius Rosenberg for the 
Bureau and dragged in his 
sister Ethel in an effort to 
weaken his brother, say the 
Schneirs. - 

The FBI touted this case as 
"the greatest spy case in his- 



tory" and J. Edgar Hoover was 
largely responsible for Eisen- 
hower's decision not to com- 
mute the sentence. The Rosen- 
bergs maintained their inno- 
cence until the end. The trial 
and sentence were the spark for 
world-wide protests. 

The Rosenbergs were accus- 
ed of giving the "secret of the 
atom bomb" to the Soviet 
Union. The judge, Irving Kauf- 
man, blamed the Rosenbergs 
for the Korean War when he 
sentenced them. 

In an interview two years 
ago, Robby Meeropol, the 
younger of the two sons, said 
there was "no secret to steal... 
If you read many scientists' 
statements in 1945 and '46 you 
can see for yourself that they 
said there was no secret. They 
also predicted that Russia 
would be capable of making a 
bomb within five years and they 
were right." 

In the same interview Mi- 
chael Meeropol said "We are 
going to be in this fight, this 
attempt to vindicate them for 
the rest of our lives... We have 
always felt that the best way to 
be our parents' children was to 
struggle hard for social change. 
Now we believe that part of that 
struggle includes a life-long 
commitment to the vindication 
of Ethel and Julius."

Exchange student to speak on 'working Marxism' 



As more and more people visit 
China and return with their 
comments and impressions a 
clearer picture of that country's 
tremendous social transforma- 
tion Is beginning to be formed In 
the minds of people in North 
America. Neil Burton, after two 
years of life and study In the 
People's Republic, has returned 
with Impressions especially 
valuable as they emanate from 
the analytical capacities of a 
student of history; one who has 
been able to view China's 
developmental process in the 
context of an overall historical 
perception. 

He has commented since his 
return on the presence of basic 
human values in all aspects of 
society. But this presence Is not 
a formal istic one, rather it can be 
seen among students, peasants 
and workers' in their everyday 
lives. Workers enter the univer- 
sity in China and their presence

A place outside the ghetto 

To the Dally: 

The letter of Suzanne Lesage 
printed In the Daily (Monday, 
Dec. 1) expresses opposition to 
women's studies at McGIII. Ms. 
Lesage uses two arguments 
against women's studies which 
are ' false, inappropriate, or 
both. 

First, she suggests that it 
would create a ghetto of women 
discussing how disadvantaged 
they were. This is certainly not 
the intended aim of women's 
studies. The great works of 
women, neglected traditionally, 
have yet to be brought to public 
attention and be Interpreted. 
Women in every field have made 
contributions of Importance or 
have been consistent partici- 
pants In society. Yet these 
activities have not been includ- 
ed In the body of Information we 
call history. 

Additionally, the way that 
women have been thought of 
and treated in every respect, by 
men and women, deserves 
special attention. We would say 
that it requires .deep, concent- 
rated analysis and major 
reconstruction. 

_The experience of women's 
studies in schools where It 
exists has been scholarship on 
a high level, strong student 
interest among men and 
women, and a revltalizatlon of 
education in general thanks to 
the increased sense among 
women of a personal place in 
the cultural tradition. Almost all 
major academic associations 
have caucuses or committees 
concerned with women's stud- 
ies. 

The second argument Ms 
Lesage presents is one towards 
which we feel great sympathy 
but do not find endemic to 
women's studies. The problem 
of being "a subject of study like 
a monkey in the zoo" is one of 
method not of subject matte'. 



is not important merely in the 
fact that they have such an 
opportunity, but In the values 
which they bring to the 
Institution. Burton commented 
on the immediate "historical 
perspective" which these people 
add within the university as they 
are capable of relating their 
"personal experience in the old 
society." 

Neil Burton has been one of 
several McGIII students to study 
In China on the Canada-China 
student exchange program. He 
spent his first year In Peking 
Language Institute and now Is 
registered In the History 
Department of Peking University 
where he is working on his 
graduate thesis. During the 
course of his stay In China, he 
and the other Canadians were 
ableto take part in the life of both 
Chinese peasants and workers. 

They spent two weeks at the 
February 7th Locomotive Repair 



Factory working half-days at 
forging metal and three weeks at 
Lu Gou Qiao (or Marco Polo 
Bridge) People's Commune 
where they worked half-days 
transplanting vegetables, 
spreading fertilizer and_harvest- 
Ing crops. In both cases the 
other half of the day was spent in 
hearing reports, participating in 
study meetings and cultural 
activities and in conducting 
investigations on the life of 
workers and peasants in 
Socialist China. 

Upon arriving in Canada, 
Burton read an article in a 
Vancouver newspaper entitled, 
"Marxism is Dead." The article 
spoke of the "world-wide 
phenomenon" that Marxism has 
nothing left to offer modern 
society ; that there is "no way to 
go further with Marxism." 
Burton, while acknowledging 
that one might form this 
impression from a view of 



Eastern Europe or the Soviet 
Union, found the general 
statement quite Incredulous 
saying, "Our friends In China 
would certainly be surprised to 
hear that." 

Through his personal experi- 
ence with the Chinese people 
Burton was able to see, in 
practice, theories often mis- 
understood here in Canada. He 
viewed among the common 
people a "...constantly deepen- 
ing understanding of Marxism 
as a tool." Perhaps the 
Vancouver correspondent ought 
to turn his eyes toward the East. 

The Importance of Burton's 
experience should not be 
underestimated. In recent 
months discussion around the 
subject of China has become 
more popular at McGIII. The 
opportunity of hearing from 
someone who has lived within 
Chinese society for an extended 
lengthof timeandhas combined 



his experience with a long and 
thorough study of Chinese 
history is a welcomed and 
needed contribution to that 
discussion. 

Burton will speak on Monday 
afternoon in Leacock 26 at 3:30 
pm. He will relate his experi- 
ences In Chlnain a discussion of 
the Socialist Education system. 
This topic holds quite a 
significance to students and 
educators here who have 
recently been questioning the 
university structure, student 
apathy and the lack of 
'community spirit' within the 
university. In China education 
has come to encompass much 
more than limitations of these 
questions Imply. It has trans- 
cended the confines of the 
university and become part of a 
whole social movement.

Sociologists, ethnologists, and 
others in the social and 
behavioural sciences have dis- 
torted the empirical method of 
study. Anyone unfortunate 
enough to come into their ken Is 
no longer a human being with 
moral qualities but simply a 
recordable set of objective 
phenomena. With apologies to 
social scientists, if this is not 
the truth of the matter, It Is 
certainly a powerful contemp- 
orary myth. Anyone would be 
hesitant to be made the subject 
of such a study. 

As for being considered a 
"Different species", women are 
different. Carol C. Gould, in a 
paper for the Philosophical 
Forum . (Volume V, No 1-2), 
argues that while women are 
equally human beings, the 
biological and subsequent soc- 
ial and cultural status of 
women, historically leaves her 
in the position of being 
"different". 

Our human heritage is 
enormous. In order to allow for 
study in reasonably limited 
areas our schools have establish- 
ed disciplines and programs of 
special study. There is no 
reason why "women" shouldn't 
be the subject of special 
attention. 

The ghettoizatlon of women 
has existed for a long time. 
Women's studies will give 
women a place outside the 
ghetto in the world we seem to 
agree should be for all human 
beings.

As spokesman for an Incens- 
ed group of students which has 
just been, without warning, 
deprived of its class, I would like 
to express our collective views. 
McGill Is an institution which

We 
paid this money with the 
confidence that the course 
would go from Sept. 16 until 
April 14— not December 3 1 1 1 
This particular course is 'Con- 
versational French* In which 
each class Is vital to us. Does the 
McGill Administration intend to 
let thosethlrd year students who 
need and have planned on this 
course to suffer and fall short of 
enough credits to graduate? We 
aredealingwlththemoneyoutof 
our own pockets as well as a 
decisive factor in our futures.

The TAs 
have been doing an exceptional 
job, but It isup to McGill to fulfill 
their demands as well as our 
right to the financial investment 
that we made In September.

Gay McGill exec speaks 
on C.R. 
To the Daily: 

The letter in the Daily (Dec. 
1) signed "C.R. Ex-Vice-presi- 
dent, Gay McGill" contains 
several Inaccuracies we would 
care to correct and several 
accusations we would care to 
counter. 

At the general meeting of 
Gay McGIII on November 19, 
the evening's final discussion 
centered on two issues: (1) 
whether a member of the Gay 
McGill Executive should be 
permitted to willfully prevent 
the association of his name In a 
public context with his position 
in the club and still retain that 
position, and (2) whether any 
Individual member of Gay Mc- 
Gill should be free to make a 
written, public statement pur- 
porting to represent or act on. 
behalf of the organization, 
without first receiving the ex- 
press approval of the Executive 
or the group as a whole. 

It is not the policy of Gay 
McGill to force its members 
into any position they might 
find adverse, and while the 
membership is encouraged to 
open out both to themselves 
and to others, the club respects 
its members' privacy and right 
Mo anonymity. The Vice-presi- 
dency, however, is a public 
office, demanding not only 
social but political openness. 
Invisible leadership Is non-ex- 
emplary, politically impracti- 
cal, and, In regards to gay 
liberation, hypocritical. 

C.R. was not removed from 
office because he wrote one 
letter, however incongruous the 
disparity between its content 
and his signature. He was 
voted out because of his refusal 
to stop himself from being 
intimidated by what he terms in 
today's letter as "inconveni- 
ences," and because of his 
denial of the club's right to 
demand control over state- 
ments made on its behalf. It 
was not, as he perhaps thinks, 



a move against him personally, 
but an attempt to set up a 
strong basts on which to act 
socially and politically, accord- 
ing to the theories and prac- 
tices of the club as a whole, in 
an open, public forum, sup- 
ported by a very large majority 
of the members present. The 
action was not an ostracism, 
but merely-aiftattempt to fill the 
office withl a; person willing to 
perform' all tlVè functions of the 
office as determined by the 
club. 

Neither is the move a denial 
of the social aspects C.R. 
considers important. In terms 
of accomplishments, the or- 
ganization to date has fulfilled 
a mainly social function, pro- 
viding socials for club mem- 
bers and arranging a dance to 
be held for the gay community 
at large. The group does not 
believe in the exclusion of 
social activities in favour of 
political ones when both are 
possible: 

As to the charges that 
money-making activities are 
being fronted in order to fund 
"the Gay Women and the Gay 
Times Collective," it should be 
noted that any profits garnered 
from Gay McGill activities ac- 
crue to Students' Society and 
have been administered by 
Students' Council. Moreover, 
we would point out that all full 
members of Gay McGIII are 
either McGill students or staff. 
Wherever C.R. gets the idea 
that we are a front organization 
for Gay Women or Gay Times, 
it's wrong. A representative of 
Gay Times did address the 
group, reporting on the recent 
and on-going police harass- 
ment of gay bars and of gay 
people in general, and also 
asked for volunteers in the 
publication of the magazine, 
but this hardly constitutes out- 
side exploitation.

Any intermediary, ap- 
proved of by those who cast 
shadows and those who would 
like to, would in fact be a 
prophylactic to the consumma- 
tion of real peace. 

REAL PEACE, that is, peace 
contracted between the peop- 
les living in the Middle East, 
hasn't existed since the time of 
Solomon. It's about time that it 
did.
